After weeks of research and d eliberation, 
the ad ministration has su bmitted a program 
which in its consid ered opinion is best su ited 
to meet the city ’s pressing need s. 
The comprehensiv e stu d y was mad e in co­ 
operation with the finance committee of Cou n­ 
cil and represents the combined thinking of 
those closest to the situ ation. 
The u se for which the money is earmarked 
can t be qu estioned by clear-thinking persons. 
It wou ld giv e city employ es a d eserv ing 
wage increase 
It wou ld ad d more men to the police and 
fire d epartments. 
It wou ld assu re improv ement of St. Clair 
Av e. and many other streets. 
It wou ld prov id e a new fire station on the 
North Sid e and finance other projects essen­ 
tial to the commu nity welfare. 
The big argu ment w ill come ov er the meth­ 
od of meeting the cost of the improv ements. 
The program ad v anced Mond ay night calls 
for a mu nicipal income tax to raise the more 
than $399,000 requ ested to su pplement the $1,- 
25 9.732 appropriated by Cou ncil last week for 
city operations. 
The alternativ e to an income tax is ad d i­ 
tional millage on real estate—alread y tax ed 
to the hilt. 


NEW TAXATION OF any ty pe is u nwel­ 
come. bu t mere mention of an income tax 
tend s to stir a bitter and v ociferou s reaction. 
The protests will be long and lou d if prev ­ 
iou s patterns of thinking hold tru e. 
May we make this su ggestion: Read the 
ad ministration program thorou ghly , consid er 
what the improv ements will mean to East 
Liv erpool and . abov e all. pu t d own on paper 
what the proposed tax will cost y ou . The 
figu re will be any thing bu t staggering 
In 
fact, the amou nt y ou pay will be small in 
comparison with the d iv id end s to be realized . 
A tax of eight-tenths of one per cent means 
only 8 0 cents on each $100 of income, or ^ 
per $1,000. Thu s, a person whose income is 
$4,000 annu ally wou ld pay only $32 a y ear. 
Und er the income tax , y ou pay only in 
proportion to what y ou earn. If y ou are u n­ 
employ ed , y ou pay nothing. And this is more 
than a wage tax It wou ld be lev ied on sal- 


aries, wages, commission and other compen­ 
sation earned and on the net profits of bu si­ 
nesses and corporations. Ex ceptions are pro­ 
v id ed to ex empt “hard ship cases” and other 
d eserv ing situ ations. 
It is one of the fairest possible lev ies in 
that ev ery one pay s the bill, in contrast to 
a property tax which applie.s only to one 
phase of ou r society . 
The ad ministration program is a sou nd 
one. It wou ld bring civ ic improv ements that 
hav e been need ed for y ears. And they wou ld 
be financed on a pay -as-we-go basis, elim­ 
inating the staggering interest that attaches 
itself to most special issu es. 


THE REVENUE retu rned from the tax will 
be ad ministered conscientiou sly , honestly and 
for the u tmost good of the commu nity as a 
whole u nd er the Lawrence ad ministration. 
And whatev er legislation emerges from Cou n- 
c'Vs action on the program will be set u p 
so that there will be no qu estion of where 
the money is to go in the fu tu re. And if the 
people feel the money is being tossed d own 
the d rain of incompetency , they alway s hav e 
recou rse to an initiativ e action. 
The tax plan, like most, is not perfect. 
Prim arily becau se of ou r geographical situ ­ 
ation, there cou ld be head aches in the col­ 
lection which a more “isolated ” commu nity 
wou ld not face. And , again becau se of the 
tri-state aspect of ou r ind u strial pictu re, there 
is a possibility that neighboring commu nities 
may ad opt Income tax es for themselv es, thu s 
setting u p a situ ation which wou ld call for 
reciporicity agreements where possible. 
Both the ad ministration and the Cou ncil 
committee are fu lly aware of these possi­ 
bilities and are confid ent they cou ld be met 
in a satisfactory manner shou ld they arise. 
It is part of the risk that mu st be taken 
in light of the benefits that wou ld accru e 
from the ov er-all program. 
As is tru e in so many of ou r d ecisions 
these d ay s, the recommend ed program rep­ 
resents another occasion where the choice is 
between progress and stagnancy . We hav e 
been stand ing still too long. The choice is 
ev id ent, ev en thou gh it strikes at ou r pocket- 
books.

“ I d on't say that we are d oing the best 
job that we can d o—1 know we are not; we 
ou ght to d o it better. Bu t I d o say that w e 
face cond itions which are totally d ifferent

Secretary Du lles said , 
operates u nd er a free press, a two-party 
sy stem of gov ernment, an intelligent pu blic 
opinion and the necessity of consu lting allies, 
and “I wou ld n’t giv e u p any of them.” 
The secretary ’s word s had a ring of sin­ 
cerity and complete honesty .

were 
spoken not ou t of weakness bu t ou t of firm 
conv iction that ou r way of life and ou r d emo­ 
cratic processes, thou gh they 
may 
seem 
cu mbersome and ineffectiv e at times, are 
the bu lwarks of the freed oms we enjoy and 
the 
implements 
by 
which 
we 
hav e es­ 
tablished ou r moral stand ard s in the world . 
His remarks shou ld be read 
by 
ev ery 
thou ghtfu l American. We recommend them 
for the d eep meaning they conv ey -for the 
challenge they present to all men in whose 
hearts bu rn the fires of respectability , honor 
and integrity . 
Throu ghou t his tenu re as secretary of state, 
in try ing and d esperate times that wou ld 
break the will and cou rage of men of lesser 
statu re, 
Mr. 
Du lles 
has 
stood 
stead fast 
against the 
carping 
critics, 
the political 
bigots—men of weakness and ind ecision. 
He has mad e mistakes and frankly con­ 
fesses them.

The claim, of cou rse, wou ld be 
d isallowed in actu al competition 
becau se it is based on a flock of 
only 12 ewes and therefore cou ld 
not properly be compared with any 
ex perience in commercial sheep- 
farming, where flocks may ru n in­ 
to thou sand s. 
Bu t in weekend farming — and 
in sheep hu sband ry on a limited 
scale, the claim is sou nd 
a n d 
v alid . Until someone claims equ al 
su ccess with sheep-twinning, 
the 
Twillery can say with pard onable 
prid e that no other flock e v e r 
scored a 200 per cent increase in 
one rou nd of lambing. 
This 
boast, 
moreov er, 
can be 
bccfeil 
u p 
with two 
su pporting 
boasts. 
First, not a single lamb requ ired 
special care. All were strong and 
activ e from the moment of birth, 
ex cept one that had the bad for­ 
tu ne to be stepped on and need ed 
attention for the first two d ay s of 
its life. 
Second , of all the twins only one 
was conspicu ou sly smaller 
than 
its mate at birth — and this one 
has mad e u p in v igor what 
it 
lacked in size. It will hav e closed 
the gap by the end of its second 
month. 
This record of u nu su al v igor is 
the more remarkable becau se one 
pair of lambs was born ou tsid e 
after d ark when the tem peratu re 
was below freezing. When d iscov ­ 
ered , both lambs nu mb with cold 
and had to be thawed ou t u nd er 
an electric heater. One was the 
pint - sized 
specimen prev iou sly 
mentioned . 
To those who know abou t pu ny 
lambs with neither the will nor the 
strength to fig’nt for their share of 
the good things of this earth, this 
100 per cent record of v igor will 
be more meaningfu l than a 200 per 
cent increase in nu mbers. 
If there is any secret in all this, 
it is natu ral env ironment. 
T h e 
Twillery sheep are nev er 
pam ­ 
pered . They go and come in all 
kind s of weather. They are nev er 
ov erfed ; they are sev erely u nd er­ 
fed in comparison with well tend ­ 
ed flocks. In all seasons, they are 
on their own, with n" special care, 
ex cept at lambing time. 
That is when special care is in- 
d ispet.sable, becau se new 
lambs, 
especially 
in 
freezing weather, 
m rst be looked after u ntil they 


are d ry and acclimated . 
Their 
mothers, too, respond well to se­ 
clu sion and special feed ing d u ring 
the first few d ay s afte; the birth 
of their lambs. 
There it is -- an u nbroken su c­ 
cession of twins in 195 8 , with two 
girl brid es still ^o go. Whatev er 
the brid es d o. the record of the 
matrons stand s by itself and is not 
likely to be challenged . When peo­ 
ple ask what Tru man Twill ev er 
d id that was ou t of the ord inary , 
there’s y ou r answer: 
His silly sheep had nothing bu t 
twins in the y ear of Ex plorer I. 
No one else can make that state­ 
ment.

Mod ern .Alad d ins are ru bbing oil 
lamps and prod u cing miracles of 
water in the arid land of Iraq. 
Financed by roy alties from one 
of the world ’s richest oil ind u s­ 
tries. the Iraqi gov ernment has 
lau nched a long-term irrigation and 
flood -control program that is ex ­ 
pected to make the cou ntry bloom 
again as it d id in ancient times.

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Give Program Serious Thought 


After weeks of research and deliberation, 
the administration has submitted a program 
which in its considered opinion is best suited 
to meet the city's pressing needs. 
The comprehensive study was made in co­ 
operation with the finance committee of Coun­ 
cil and represents the combined thinking of 
those closest to the situation. 
The use for which the money is earmarked 
can t be questioned by clear-thinking persons. 
It would give city employes a deserving 
wage increase 
It would add more men to the police and 
fire departments. 
It would assure improvement of St. Clair 
Ave. and many other streets. 
It would provide a new fire station on the 
North Side and finance other projects essen­ 
tial to the community welfare 
The big argument w ill come over the meth­ 
od of meeting the cost of the improvements. 
The program advanced Monday night calls 
for a municipal income tax to raise the more 
than $399,000 requested to supplement the $1,- 
259.732 appropriated by Council last week for 
city operations. 
The alternative to an income tax is addi­ 
tional millage on real estate—already taxed 
to the hilt. 


NEW TAXATION OF any type is unwel­ 
come, but mere mention of an income tax 
tends to stir a bitter and vociferous reaction. 
The protests will be long and loud if prev­ 
ious patterns of thinking hold true. 
May we make this suggestion: Read the 
administration program thoroughly, consider 
what the improvements will mean to East 
Liverpool and, above all, put down on paper 
what the proposed tax will cost you. The 
figure will be anything but staggering 
In 
fact, the amount you pay will be small in 
comparison with the dividends to be realized. 
A tax of eight-tenths of one per cent means 
only 80 cents on each $100 of income, or $8 
per $1,000 Thus, a person whose income is 
$4 OOO annually would pay only $32 a year. 
Under the income tax. you pay only in 
proportion to what you earn. If you are un­ 
employed. you pay nothing. And this is more 
than a wage tax It would be levied on sal­ 


aries, wages, commission and other compen­ 
sation earned and on the net profits of busi­ 
nesses and corporations. Exceptions are pro­ 
vided to exempt “ hardship cases” and other 
deserving situations. 
It is one of the fairest possible levies in 
that everyone pays the bill, in contrast to 
a property tax which applies only to one 
phase of (Mir society. 
The administration program is a sound 
one. It would bring civic improvements that 
have been needed for years. And they would 
be financed on a pay-as-we-go basis, elim­ 
inating the staggering interest that attaches 
itself to most special issues. 


THE REVENUE returned from the tax will 
be administered conscientiously, honestly and 
for the utmost good of the community as a 
whole under the Lawrence administration. 
And whatever legislation emerges from Coun­ 
cil's action on the program will be set up 
so that there will be no question of where 
the money is to go in the future. And if the 
people feel the money is being tossed down 
the drain of incompetency, they always have 
recourse to an initiative action. 
The tax plan, like most, is not perfect. 
Primarily because of our geographical situ­ 
ation, there could be headaches in the col­ 
lection which a more “isolated” community 
would not face. And. again because of the 
tri-state aspect of our industrial picture, there 
is a possibility that neighboring communities 
may adopt income taxes for themselves, thus 
setting up a situation which would call for 
reciporicity agreements where possible. 
Both the administration and the Council 
committee are fully aware of these possi­ 
bilities and are confident they could be met 
in a satisfactory manner should they arise. 
It is part of the risk that must be taken 
in light of the benefits that would accrue 
from the over-all program. 
As is true in so many of our decisions 
these days, the recommended program rep­ 
resents another occasion where the choice is 
between progress and stagnancy. We have 
been standing still too long. The choice is 
evident, even though it strikes at our pocket- 
books. 


Dulles Will Not Sell America's Soul 


“ I don’t say that we are doing the best 
job that we can do—I know we are not; we 
ought to do it better. But I do say that we 
face conditions which are totally different 
from those of the Soviet Union, and I thank 
God that we do." 
That, in essence, was Secretary of State 
Dulles* answer to criticism that America 
had lost another propaganda battle in the 
announcement of Soviet suspension of nu­ 
clear tests. 
The United States, Secretary Dulles said. 
operates under a free press, a two-party 
system of government, an intelligent public 
opinion and the necessity of consulting allies, 
and “I wouldn’t give up any of them.” 
The secretary’s words had a ring of sin­ 
cerity and complete honesty. 
They 
were 
spoken not out of weakness but out of firm 
conviction that our way of life and our demo­ 
cratic processes, though they 
may 
seem 
cumbersome and ineffective at times, are 
the bulwarks of the freedoms we enjoy and 
the 
implements 
by 
which 
we 
have es­ 
tablished our moral standards in the world. 
His remarks should be read 
by 
every 
thoughtful American. We recommend them 
for the deep meaning they convey—for the 
challenge they present to all men in whose 
hearts burn the fires of respectability, honor 
and integrity. 
Throughout his tenure as secretary of state. 
In trying and desperate times that would 
break the will and courage of men of lesser 
stature.

Dulles 
has 
stood 
steadfast 
against the carping critics, the political 
bigots—men of weakness and indecision. 
He has made mistakes and frankly con­ 
fesses them Only dictators who hold their 
peons in the grip of 
frightening 
controls

sometimes almost as a man in lonely tra­ 
vail—for what he has felt to be right and 
he has kept the ship of state on a firm and 
consistent course, despite the waves of tur­ 
bulence blown up by men of questionable 
motives at home and abroad.

long, uttered only a single sent­ 
ence referring to t':e ultimate pos­

selves. 
Certainly the damfsge 'hat could 
be done by tests is infinitesimal 
compared to the havoc that would 
be wrought on the human race by 
the actual use of these nuclear 
bombs in war. 
Why did the Soviets say almost 
nothing about abolishing H-bombs? 
Every argument about the horrors 
of tests would seem to apply to 
the terrible consequences of an 
atomic war. 
The answer is to be found by a 
careful examination of the Grom­ 
yko speech itself. It is clumsily 
contrived to accomplish a single 
objective. And that objective 
is 
wholly political. It is designed to 
drive a wedge inside the United 
States, inside Great Britain, inside 
France, inside Italy 
and 
inside 
West Germany. 
The text of the speech was. of 
course, far too long to be printed 
in full in all these countries but 
the Soviets knew it was a sate 
bet that the sections pertaining 
to each country would be printed 
in the press of that country, 


IF IT BE ASSUMED, as some 
politician once said, that “the peo­ 
ple are too damned dumb to un­ 
derstand.” then the 
propaganda 
writers in Moscow might count on 
success. But they 
know 
better. 
Their speechwriting is aimed not 
necessarily at the masses but at 
the gullible classes—the misguid­ 
ed pacifists, certain so-called “lib­ 
eral” newspapers and journalists 
and. most of all, the politicians 
who seem to care more about the 
fulfillment of their own ambitions 
and their party’s political fortunej 
than they do for their country. 
This is indignantly denied, 
of 
course, in every case—whether it 
be in the European democracies 
or in the United States. But never­ 
theless the speechwriters in the 
Soviet Union are betting that the 
arguments will appeal to the dis­ 
sidents in the Western Parliaments 
and their press 
supporters 
and 
will be used to help undermine the 
political position of the existing 
governments. Disunity in the West 
is the real aim of the Soviets. 
The Gromyko speech is not a 
clever piece of propaganda at all 
on the subject of H-bomb tests. 
It is a palpable piece of political 
chicanery and is transparently in­ 
sincere . The first 
part 
of 
the 
speech contains a pious profession 
of allegedly high purpose. It de­ 
clares the Soviets’ “main aim to 
be in agreement with other pow­ 
er on an unconditional prohibition 
of all types of atomic and hydro­ 
gen weapons, on stopping 
their 
production and on 
a 
complete 
destruction of the existing stock­ 
piles 
of 
these 
weapons, under 
proper control.” 


NE,rER AGAIN in the 
entire 
8,000-word speech is

further reference to that “aim.”

He 
was asked this once before. Cohen 
took the Fifth Amendment when 
Bob Kennedy asked him if the 17 
grand came out r ? Teamster union 
dues.

Cohen 
was 
merely 
secretary - treasurer 
of 
Philadelphia’s Local 107. Today he 
is one of the International Team­ 
sters’ three trustees, charged with 
guarding all t h e assets of the 
multi-million dollar national union. 
On the morning of 
April 
14, 
Brother Hoffa will be facing an­ 
other witness stand. This one in 
the New York Federal Court room 
of Judge John Cashin. Hoffa is 
charged with illegally wiretapping 
and bugging his lieutenants’ phones 
and union offices. 
But the real script on the life 
and times of Jim Hoffa will be 
in memo form that day in the 
hands of yet three other men­ 
the monitoring trio supervising the 
Teamsters under Federal Justice 
Dickinson Letts’ directives. 
Those memos will be merged the 
next day, Tuesday. April 15. The 
monitors will meet that morning 
in Washington to discuss their first 


report to Judge Letts. The moni­ 
tors have been 
conferring 
with 
Hoffa for weeks. 
They spent three days last week 
in a special Teamster headquart­ 
ers office which has no phone so 
they would not be disturbed while 
in session. The monitors also have 
been conferring individually with 
Judge Letts. 


THE JUDGE now Is awaiting 
their message on the state of the 
union. He expects that this mes­ 
sage will take cognizance of the 
angry, 
anvil 
laden 
McClellan 
committee interim report. 
If the monitors do as they are 
expected, it is quite possible that 
Hoffa may find himself back in 
the Washington courtroom of Judge 
Letts as soon as his New York 
trial is over. 
The monitors* report, in com­ 
menting on the McClellan com­ 
mittee report, will have to state 
whether the abuses spaded up by 
Bob Kennedy and his probers have 
been cleaned up. 
The McClellan committee report 
makes 
some 
mighty 
serious 
charges. It finds, for example that 
there are at least 36 men with 
rriminal records who have influ­ 
ence in Teamster circles—indeed, 
in the circles of the Teamsters’ 
president himself. 


THE COMMITTEE found, 
not 
only “gross misuse” of some $2,- 
400.000 of Teamster funds by Hof­ 
fa but that he “ also entered busi­ 
ness relationships with insurance 
carriers and banks which handled 
millions of dollars in " Teamster 
Union funds ” 
T h e 
senatorial 
investigating 
committee further 
charged 
that 
“some 13 per cent of all the locals 
in the Teamsters Union are under 
trusteeships. Teamsters officials 
have admitted before the commit­ 
tee 
that they do not know 
the 
reason why some were put under 
trusteeship or why they remain 
in that state at the present time. 
“Some of the locals have been 
under trusteeship for 15 years. One 
individual through trusteeship can 
control the destinies of many peo­ 
ple. 
Mr. Hoffa is the trustee of 
some 17 different locals.” 
These are continuing abuses, ob­ 
servers say. The monitors are ex­ 
pected to say so in their first re­ 
port to Judge Letts. 
Thus they will give the federal 
bench 
grounds 
for 
hailing 
the 
Teamsters’ 
high 
command into 
court this summer.

may 
then face removal for failure to 
end

In Hie Year Of Explorer

It being the custom of 
many 
who know about my interest

sheep to inquire about them in­ 
stead of me.

But in weekend farming — and 
in sheep husbandry on a limited 
scale, the claim is sound

valid. Until someone claims equal 
success with sheep-twinning, 
the 
Twillery can say with pardonable 
pride that no other flock e v e r 
scored a 200 per cent increase in 
one round of lambing. 
This boast, 
moreover, 
can be 
beefed 
up 
with two 
supporting 
boasts. 


First, not a single Iamb required 
special care. All were strong and 
active from the moment of birth, 
except one that had the bad for­ 
tune to be stepped on and needed 
attention for the first two days of 
its life. 
Second, of all the twins only one 
was conspicuously smaller 
than 
its mate at birth — and this one 
has made up in vigor what 
it 
lacked in size. It will have closed 
the gap by the end of its second 
month. 
This record of unusual vigor is 
the more remarkable because one 
pair of lambs was born outside 
after dark when the temperature 
was below freezing. When discov­ 
ered. both lambs numb with cold 
and had to be thawed out under 
an electric heater. One was the 
pint - sized 
specimen previously 
mentioned. 
To those who know about puny 
lambs with neither the will nor the 
strength to fight for their share of 
the good things of this earth, this 
IOO per cent record of vigor will 
be more meaningful than a 200 per 
cent increase in numbers. 
lf there is any secret in all this, 
it is natural environment. 
T h e 
Twillery sheep are never 
pam­ 
pered. They go and come in all 
kinds of weather. They are never 
overfed; they are severely under­ 
fed in comparison with well tend­ 
ed flocks. In all seasons, they are 
on their own, with rr special care, 
except at lambing time. 
That is when special care is in­ 
dispensable, because new 
lambs, 
especially 
in 
freezing weather, 
must be looked after until they 


are dry and acclimated. 
Their 
mothers, too, respond well to se­ 
clusion and special feeding during 
the first few days afte: the birth 
of their lambs, 
There it is — an unbroken suc­ 
cession of twins in 1958, with two 
girl brides still fo go. Whatever 
the brides do, the record of the 
matrons stands by itself and is not 
likely to be challenged. When peo­ 
ple ask what Truman Twill ever 
did that was out of the ordinary, 
there's your answer: 
His silly sheep had nothing but 
twins in the year of Explorer I. 
No one else can make that state­ 
ment. 


Modern Aladdin? 


Modern Aladdins are rubbing oil 
lamps and producing miracles of 
water in the arid land of Iraq. 
Financed by royalties from one 
of the world’s richest oil indus­ 
tries, the Iraqi government has 
launched a long-term irrigation and 
flood-control program that is ex­ 
pected to make the country bloom 
again as it did in ancient times. 
New dams on the Tigris protect 
Baghdad from the periodic inun­ 
dations that long plagued the cap­ 
ital.

The 
cau se of death was not immediate­ 
ly annou nced. 
He died in his room at the 
Royalton Hotel, on the fringe of 
the Broadway theatrical district. 
He had lived in ‘he room for 34 
years and at the hotel for 54. 
Nathan’s reviews were widely 
credited with a profou nd effect in 
improving the American theater. 
He was the au thor of two score 
b ooks, most of them devoted to 
the theater, and wrote several 
plays. 
He was co-editor with Mencken 
of the Smart Set magazine. In 
1924 they fou nded the American

magazine,

which often was not sweet.
